VIENNA VIEWS FIGHT OF ALLIES 
LIKELY 


Bulgaria and Greece Belleved to be on 

: the Patlway to War 

It is stated that the Balkan al- 
lance is characterized in Vienna as 
virtually blown up. 

Information from both Sofia And Bel- 
grade is to the effect that the differ- 
ences between Bulgaria and Greece 
are such as can hardly be bridged 
over; and even the possibility of war 
between them is being taken Into ac- 
count, 

The demands of Greece are consid: 
ered at Soffa to bo quite out of pro- 
portion’ to anything that country has 
done comparad with the efforts of the 
Bulgarians. The services rendered 
by the Greek navy are acknowledged 
but with regard to the army it is 
pointed out that Greece began the 
war with four divisions and Servia 
with five, but that Bu'garia put ten 
divisions into the fleld. 

Bulgaria too haa accompanied the 
most diMcult work of the war and has 
suffered an iicomperably greater loss 
of life than any of the other allies. 
In spite of all this.the Bulgarian go,- 
ernment, is ralsing only moderate de- 
mands, 

Bulgsria’s moderation tn the face oi 
her enormous losess of men tn the 
fighting Is dictated largelv by the fact 
that she is going to be Turkey's only 
neighbor In Europe. For this reason 
Kine Ferdinand has acopted a policy 
of moderation ard goodwill. 

A further motive for Bulearia’s 
readiness to come to terms with Tur- 
‘ay ia dec'ared in diplomatic circlas 
“9 he the growing antagonism between 
‘he varions allfes and the possibility 
of a postile settlement of their re 
spective claims, especially with regard 
to Greece. ,

The weight of these cars varios 
from 80,000 ‘bs for a baggage \car ‘o 
115,000, pounds for a passenger coach, 
while the weleht of trucks varies from 
12,000 pounds for a four wheeled truck 
to 20,000 pounds for a six wheeled 
truck, 

Within the past month or so the 
Board of Ratt-vay Commissioners, evi- 
dently impresred also with the danger 
of telescopiag and its cause, gave no- 
tice to the Canadian Railways that at 
a future session it would Inquire what 
was to be done to obviate the danger 
and why they shoud not be made to 
fasten body ind truck together tn 
some way.
